During  the  year  under  review  175  now  cases  attended 
ag  against  221  in  1958,  the  disease  being  due  to  a diminution 
jn  the  number  of  Gonorrhea  attending  for  the  first  time  and  to 
the  lessoned  number  of  non- venereal  cases  reporting. 

Resulting  from  the  largo  increase  in  the  number  of 
new  cases  of  gonorrhoea  reporting  in  1938,  there  was  a 
corresponding  rise  this  year  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Gonorrhoea, 
discharged  cured.  Fewer  cases  of  syphilis  attended  for  the 
first  time  than  in  1938.
